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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the stop surface foamed onto the roof 
element, claim 23, and the stop surface integrated into the edge foaming, claim 24, must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12:

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 14-17, 19-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 14 appears to be illogical in that if the projection extends from the front edge, then 
it cannot define an area between the front edge and itself for receiving the seal portion. Further, 
claim 21 is illogical as the seal cannot be behind the projection and yet engage same as stated in 
claim 14. 

5. Claim 23 is dependent on a canceled claim 18. 

6. Claim 25 lacks antecedent for "stop surface" for -projection—. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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9. Claims 14-17, 19-20, 22-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schuermann et al. 

10. The projection is at "1A". The seal element is affixed to the frame 3. This projection has 
multiple angles and extends from the front edge in a closing direction and receives a portion of 
the seal. Note figure 3 wherein the seal extends vertically below the upper edge of the roof 
frame 3. Therefore, the projection is capable of contacting an interfering body prior to seal 
engagement, dependent, as is applicant' interfering body, on the angled presentation of the 
interfering body to the roof frame and seal. 

11. As to claim 15, note figures 2 and 1 . 

12. As to claim 16, see figure 2. 

13. As to claim 17, see figure 3. 

14. As to claims 22-24, these structures are of common knowledge in the art and obvious to 
use here to form the edge of the roof panel in a consistent manner across the edge and effectively 
seal. 

15. As to claim 25, an edge stop length is irrelevant to the ability to engage a thickness. 

16. As to claim 26, use of commonly known monitoring systems are obvious to use here to 
prevent injury. Applicant has admitted these structures as prior art. 

As applicant has not challenged these statements of judicial notice, 
they are made final. 

17. Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schuermann et al. 
in view of Bohn et al. and Omoto et al. 
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18. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Schuermann et al. an 
extended length projection 8' as taught by Bohn et al. in order to increase retention to the roof 
panel and an inward seal element as taught by Omoto et al. in order to seal more effectively with 
the edge stop at P2, figure 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

19. Claim 27 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Specification 

20. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: Claim 27. 

Priority 

21 . The certified copy of the priority document is made of record. 

Response to Arguments 

22. Applicant's arguments filed 7/16/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

23 . Applicant apparently intends -stepped projection-in place of "angled projection" in 
claim 1 . However this feature is taught by Bohn et al. 

24. Specification description is not the requirement of Rule 83, which is for applicant's 
protection in allowing readers to quickly discover aspects of the invention, both for infringement 
and examination purposes.
